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Tornado Sweeps Across North Florida 


TORNADO OPERATION 
W4MLE Sec W. Fla. 


This has to be one of the most 
casually - run big operations 
Florida ever ran, The storms 
themselves did very little actual 
damage to communication. Red 
Cross and CD had plenty of good 
landlines right into the disaster 
areas right from the start, 
Traffic was so light that W4IyT 
put the operation on Condition 
Four by about 1900 GMT. 

Then the radio and the after- 
noon newspapers began to get 
the word to the general public 
in the rest of the state, And 
when the news hit the early 
evening TV network reports, the 
deluge began, By late afternoon 
or early evening, you couldn’t 
get a phone call into south 
Florida for love or bribery and 
this went on for three or four 
days, 

Net Charlie was the first cir- 
cuit running, and for most of 
the first day (Monday April 4) 
this was adequate to handle 
whatever there was. But then 
the evening long skip was bring- 
ing in lots of queries, QFN 
began operation atits scheduled 
time (2330Z) and didn’t close 
down for another five or six 
hours. By 0380Z April 5, the 
peak load was making Net Char- 
lie rather top-heavy, so Net 
Bravo was cranked to pick up 
the overflow. Bravo didn’t 
close down until 0645 or so. 
I called a single CQ TFC QTC 
FLA? QSP DE W4MLE on 
3550 Ke. and got two answers 
immediately -- one from Mich- 
igan and one from Ontario, each

With all the tornadoes and stuff, who needs a Spring Drill? 
We do. That’s who, This will be a short one, with a point, 
The general plan isto give every EC a good reason and chance 
to check out his local communications and emergency power, 
and to send reports on the drill, via the regular nets (in semi- 
emergency session) to their SECs, SCMs and ARRL HQ. 


Local Drills 

The EC of every county is urged to conduct a local exer- 
cise of some sort sometime during the day of May 7. The drill 
should be concluded prior to 2100 GMT. Otherwise the time 
and the length of the drill doesn’t matter. It can be just a 
straight drill or a simulated emergency of some sort, but there 
are three rules: 

(1) The local telephones don’t work 

(2) There is no commercial electric power 

(3) FORMAL radiograms (at least one) must originate from 

each station (not each operator, necessarily) in the drill, 
addressed to the EC. 

The local drill should make use of every possible Piece of 
emergency-powered gear, including gas generator-driven 
rigs, mobiles and hand-carried battery portables, Eachof these 
units should originate one formal radiogram addressed to the 
EC. 

Up to this time (2100Z), only local operations are involved, 
The regular nets (BRAVO, CHARLIE, DELTA, ECHO) have not 
beer activated. Each EC makes up a message text similar to 
the following and containing the same information about his 
drill: 

PODUNK COUNTY DRILL FROM 1800Z to 1930Z xX 
RECEIVED SEVEN RADIOGRAMS FROM FIELD UNITS 
USING EMERGENCY POWER X SIXTEEN OPERATORS 
ACTIVE X 73 

JOE WG4XxxX 

EC PODUNK COUNTY 


This text is sent as separate radiograms to the following: 
WA4IYT, Miami Springs; W4MLE, Tallahassee; W4RKH, Ft, 
Walton Beach; K4SJH, Pompano Beach; W1NJM, ARRL, New- 
ington, Conn; The EC of any one or two Key Cities, 

Each EC then prepares to send these messages from the 
station or stations which will represent his county on the long- 
haul emergency nets, These stations, also, must be on em- 
ergency power or they can’t participate in the drill, 


State-Wide Drill 

At 2200 GMT, 7 May, establish Condition Two, activating 
all Key Cities on Nets Bravo, Charlie and Delta, Key City 
operations need not be on emergency power during this por- 
tion of the alert, However, every other station checking into 
any net for drill participation must be on emergency power, 
No drill activity, either local or state-net, can be counted for 
credit unless it is conducted on emergency power, The Key 
Cities are excused from this for general net operation (not 
for the local drills) because their normal functions are to 
back up local emergency operations, 

At 2200Z, ECs may begin sending their reports, using the

(The EC himself need not do it, of 
course. He, as the ARPSC team leader, sees that it gets 
sent.) 

The nets may be directed or free, as the Manager sees fit, 
according to the volume of traffic, They will run until the nor- 
mal time for concluding their daily sessions as traffic nets, or 
until they run out of traffic, and thereafter will close at the net 
Manager’s discretion, 


Scoring 
Scores for each county will be published in SKIP as soon as 
possible, Scoring is as follows: 
For each local unit on emergency power which sends a mess- 
age to the EC, 1 point 
For each report message from the EC to MLE, IYT, RKH, 
SJH, NJM and Key Cities (10 pts, max) 1 point 
For each ARPSC member participating in drill (by actually 
operating a station) 1 point 


Nothing may be counted for a score unless it was done on 
emergency power (this includes credit for Key Cities, too. E.g., 
Key Cities can’t claim credit points for operators at stations 
on commercial power even though commercial power operation 
in the drill is okay for Key Stations.) 

To get any credit, the EC must send this report to his SEC 
(W4IYT or W4MLE) by radiogram (Mail won’t count) on a reg= 
ular traffic net within one week after the drill, I.e., by May 14,

A REVIEW IN THE CARE AND PROTECTION 
OF SOLID STATE DIODES 


By JACK WAINWRIGHT, W4IEH 


Silicon and germanium type diodes are found 
frequently in amateur equipment these days. 
Some of the more frequent applications are as 
follows: Power supplies, bias supplies, bal- 
anced modulators, rf output metering circuits, 
and SWR bridges. Solid state diodes are won- 
derful devices and offer many advantages. They 
will give long and faithful service if treated 
correctly. Some of the main enemies of solid 
state diodes, which cause shortened life and 
failure, are: heat, surges, transients and over- 
load. 

The initial installation in new equipment, or 
replacement in old, should be accomplished with 
the use of heat sinks on the diode leads—with- 
out exception. The heat sink may be in the 
form of long-nosed pliers held on the pigtail of 
the diode, a wet cloth held around the diode 
and pigtail, or small commercially made clip-on 
types, available at most parts houses. An alli- 
gator type clip may also be used. Apply the sol- 
dering iron only long enough to make a good 
solder joint. Soldering irons should be of the 
low-wattage pencil types—25 to 50 watts in most 
instances. The use of a small Variac with the 
iron is quite handy to limit heat to the desired 
amount and also prevents the iron from sealing 
and losing tinning. A word of caution: The use 
of soldering guns is to be avoided. The electro- 
magnetic fields they set up may cause heavy 
induced alternating currents in the diode, This 
could ruin the diode, 

When building rectifier stacks in series, two 
heat sinks must be used at the same time. The 
soldering of heavy stud type diodes such as are 
used in battery chargers and mobile alternator 
systems requires considerable heat to join heav- 
ier current carrying wire. To dissipate the heat 
quickly in these cases it is suggested in addition 
to the clip-on heat sink, a wet rag or an ice-cube 
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in a rag may be applied as soon as the iron is 
removed. A very quick and simple method is 
to spray the solder joint with freon if a small 
spray can is available. The placement of diodes 
in equipment is also important in regard to 
heat. They should not be placed adjacent to 
bleeder or heavy dropping resistors or other 
sources of heat in the equipment. In the case 
where heavy currents are used through the di- 
odes, metal heat sinks of adequate area to dissi- 
pate the heat must be used. This usually applies 
to stud-mounted type diodes. The heat sinks 
may require insulation from the chassis and 
free- or forced-air movement. 


The protection of silicon diodes in rectifier 
stacks from surges and transients is highly ree- 
ommended. Unfortunately, many manufacturers 
omit these features in assembly. To protect the 
stacks from surges, @ series-limiting resistor in- 
stalled in each rectified leg will be sufficient. 
The values of 10 to 22 ohms at 5 to 10 watts 
will more than suffice in most cases. The use of 
a Thyrector diode across the power transformer 
primary is also an excellent device for surge 
protection, Transients, spikes and PIV drops 
may be guarded against by the use of .01 mfd 
dise condensers and 220K to 700K resistors, 
installed in parallel across each diode in the 
series stacks. 

Care should be used to select a diode of the 
correct PIV and correct rating for the circuit 
involved. Replacement cross-references by man- 
ufacturers’ numbers are available at all parts 
houses, 

In conclusion, the little extra time spent in 
using heat sinks and installing surge and tran- 
sient protection for diodes will pay off in the 
long run many times by long life and low 
failure rates.

It has been a long time since I have found it necessary to 
Say anything about handling traffic in our section but a little 
review seems necessary now. 

Not only have many complaints been received by this office 
but personal observation by myself and by my PAMs and RMS 
have confirmed the fact that we have been sliding into certain 
habits that are not generally considered good practice for any 
trafficker, 

Many operators continue to attempt to censor Messages for 
other than FCC text content reasons, Trying to place an ‘‘im- 
portant traffic”? tag on almost any message without knowing the 
Purpose and intent of the originator is well-nigh impossible, 
One other thing to consider is that what reads important to one 
Person may sound just the opposite to another, When accepting 
a message for relay or delivery our only concern is to move 
the traffic as quickly and accurately as possible, According 
to “the book’? we are authorized to handle any traffic that 
meets with the requirements of the FCC regulations, The 
only place where a trafficker has the moral right to refuse 
to accept a message is at the point of origination — that is, 
if he considers himself to be what is normally known as a 
traffic handler, Of course, any amateur can refuse to handle 
any traffic but then it is difficult to see how he could success- 
fully be included as a member of a traffic net, 

What am I driving at? Okay. One Specific example, An op- 
erator checks into a traffic net, This automatically indicates 
that he is ready, willing and able to pass traffic to others or to 
accept messages for either relay or delivery, Certainly it is 
nice to be able to receive a message and, either use the phone 
number that may be part of the address or to look it up in the 
phone book, Does said traffickers’ responsibility for delivery 
end at this point? Not everyone has a phone or perhaps the 
number is unlisted, We still have use of the mails. Unfor- 
tunately it costs money to mail a message but if this is the 
only way to deliver then mail should be used. It costs money 
to collect stamps, to run a model railroad, to be a Science 
Fiction fan, It costs very little money to deliver messages 
that require mail service—comparatively speaking, A ham 
spends hundreds of dollars for equipment but then balks at 
a small amount each month to enable him to enjoy the traffic 
handling aspect of this great hobby. Of course there is a bit 
of extra work involved also with Preparing the message for 
mailing .but isn’t this also a part of this fascinating hobby? 

Please remember that I am not criticizing anyone nor am I 
Saying that any ham must do anything beyond what the FCC 
requires in the pursuit of his hobby. I do wonder however, 
why a trafficker takes up this activity when he does not intend 
to follow through with it. Sending and receiving messages is the 
least important part of the action, except where accuracy and 
reasonable speed are concerned, Isn’t the final delivery what 
makes the whole thing worthwhile? 

One more thought, Certainly you can receive a message,

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DISASTER AT SEA 


(Continued from Page 1) 


ing wind and the sloshing of the 
waves against the side of the 
ship below could be heard, We 
had slumped into deck chairs 
aft on the port side of the main 
deck to enjoy the enchantment 
of a tropical moon at sea when 
Dot said, ‘What time is it get- 
ting to be?’’ I looked at my 
watch and realized that I hadn’t 
set it ahead as we were enter- 
ing the Eastern time zone that 
night-- so did it then. It was 
0105, Good Friday -- April 8, 
1966, 

We arose from the deck 
chairs and went aft to the quar- 
terdeck, curious to see if the 
prop was still churning but on 
looking up toward the smoke 
stack noticed heavy black smoke 
belching out of the funnel in full 
volume and an odor of burning 
paint cut thru the air. 

A crew member or two ap- 
peared on the deck below wear- 
ing life jackets andI said to Dot, 
“If they think they need them, 
so do I,’ -- and proceeded to 
go below to our state-room to 
get them, After I got the life 
jackets, I picked up Dot's purse 
and grabbed three cameras and 
a pair of binoculars from a hook 
by their straps andalsoatrans- 
istor portable radio. WhenI 
entered the companion-way 
from our stateroom which had 
plunged into darkness when the 
main generator went out, the 
dim emergency lights also 
flickered out and I groped my 
way up on deck where we don- 
ned the jackets and waited on 
our muster station, 

By this time hundred of pas- 
sengers in all sorts of attire 
were gathering on the muster 
stations excitedly querying each 
other and adjusting their life 
jackets. Shortly after an Of- 
ficer (the Purser) in charge of 
our muster station told usnotto- 
be alarmed, that they had afire 
in the engine room and theCap- 
tain had passed the word that 
they thought they could control 
it. However the lifeboats were 
being made ready just in case 
we had to leave the ship.

Al- 
most like magic, the davits 
swung out and the boats were 
made ready to lower away -- in 
a matter of minutes. 

Finally the order came, to 
man the life boats, ‘‘Women and 
children first!’’. we were told -- 
and that was the way it went, 
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This happy group is the

A passenger on deck 
who was a doctor came aboard 
our crowded boat to administer 
to her. She had had a heart at- 
tack and although he massaged 
her heart and gave her mouth- 
to- mouth resusitation, --we 
lost her. 

After the boat hit the water, 
the heaving seas picked. us up 
and slammed us voilently a- 
gainst the unwielding side ofthe
